iJenies Liquor Was Kesponsi
ble for Plane Crash With

Loss of Seven Lives.

"Heiiry Woodhoiwe is absolutely

*'rong\" Representative P. P. Campbell
(Kan.), one of the members of the
Jl<Mjse Military Affairs Committee, fie¬
riarcd to-night when ho learned of the
charges made by the president of the
Aero Club of America that criminal dis¬
regard for nafety and the use of intoxl-
cuhts were responsible for the crash of
the army Curtiss Kagle ambulance air¬
plane near Morgantown, Md.,. on May 28,
with the loss of eoven lives.

"I deny specifically every charge
Wpodhouse makes," Mr. Campbell said.
"1 know the statements are not true,
for I made the flight from Boiling Field
in Washington to i^angley Field at
Hampton, Va. I saw everything that
wan going on, and I was with the party
up until they sailed away on the fatal
return trip."

Mr. Campbell, with Representative
"Walsh (Mass.), and Capt. liuy Pe l.a-
vergne of the French Embassy, did r.ot
make the return trip owing to the fact
that the airplane, being eloped, was

stuffy. Mr. Walsh had been ill on the
flight to the air station and for this
reason, he and Mr. Campbell decide.! to
return to Washington by water.

"Woodhouse charges that the cols of
the ambulance airpiane were torn out
end camp stools substituted," Mr. Camp¬
bell continued. "That is not true. Kents
were built in across the airplane and
¦were comfortable for two persons.
There were four of these seats. They
could not be moved with n crowbar.

"Woodhouse says further that the
(light was undertaken despite the etorm
.warnings. Well, that is not true, either.
There were no etorm warnings, al¬
though there should have been. The
flying services have not the facilities
they should have for weather observa¬
tions.

"So far as there being liquor around
that also is false. X was with the party
the entire time. We went to Langley
Field flrat and then made flights out
ever the water to drop bombs on targets.
They were out two hours or more, re¬

turning Just before the flight started for
Washington.

"I talked with all the officers and men

¦.before they started. To eay that they
bad been drinking, even slightly, would
Ibc a grave Injustice. They had not fceen
drinking. Woodhouse is a scandal
monger."
The charges made by Mr. Woodhouse

bave been rumored around Washington
for some time, but army officers have
denied the truth of them persistently.
The story was that camp stools had been
placed in the alnplane In pla^e of the
rots, and that for this reason the craft
<waa unbalanced. When the storm broke,
Ju»t before the accident, it had been
paid, the wind swung tile airplan# to
one side with the result that passenger®
ifell into a corner and the pilot lost con¬
trol. The authorities went so far as to
I'-stle a statement concerning the details
of what had happened (n the hope of
pulling a stop to the rCpoft'e.

Belvedere to Take Away
1,000 Aliens on Sept. 2.

They were in the first and
aecond cabins, the third class accom¬
modations, which can hold at Insist 1,500
persons, being empty. When the Belve¬
dere salla, September 2, however, she
v 111 take away more than 1,000 Italians
and Spaniards.

L. Sanford of Phelps Bros., agents for
t'.ie line, said that the severe slump in
Industrial conditions In the United States
caused the drop In the passenger list
nnd the large number of passengers
leaving here.

"The percentage Immigration law,"
he said, "did not go Into effect until
June of this year, and this mobility of
Kuropean labor, which Is represented by
steerage travel, ehows total arrivals In
this cl^ss between January 1 and Au-
gust 15 of 299,000. and departures of
225.000, a difference of only 74,000."
